Inquiries have been made and re.
q}lests have been made from time to
tlmg for the history of the Mt. Zion
Society, so through thg courtesy of
Mrs, T, H. Ketchin we are reprinting
articles about the society written by
Mr, S, D, Dunn and Dr, Jas, H, Car.
lisle which were published in 1907,

For more than a century Winns-
b&}‘o has enjoyed the distinction of
being a community devoted to educa-

dcubtless, to the fortunate circum-
stanceg that cultivated ramijlieg of
low countrymen made their homes
here early gmong a most vigorous

fand intelligent settlement of up-

countrymen, The ° blending. of
these people—the one having a love
for edycation and refinement, and the
other a passijon for civil and relig-
ioug liberty—formed an ideal com-
munity for tl_j1e promotion of knowl-
edge and instruction in those truths
which elevgte the mind and purify
the heart of man.

Thus as might be expected, we
find in the earliest history of the
community the establishment of a
ﬁcbool ir aleg school house—the ori-
¢in of Mount Zion College, This
was ten years hefore the Revolution,
and it was about thy time the villzge
acquired its name from th, circum-
stance that John and Richard Winn,
who had moved from Virginia, had
gotten possesgion of the landg where
Winnsboro now stands,

In 1878, to meet the conditions'of
th, times, a public graded school was
established—the first in the State
outgide of Charleston—under the
able management of Mr, R, Means
Davis, This undertaking proved to
be a mogt gratifying success, the
system met the needs of the commy.
nity, and, under the inspiration of
thig master teacher, the school rival.
ed in merit its ear]jer distinction.

In 188C just 100 yearg from the
granting of the original charter, it
wag determined if possible, to revive
the collegiate feature of the school,
and in connection with the graded
school instruction tc furnish to the
vouth of the communijty the oppor-
tunity of obtaining a complete, prac-
tical, high-school education at home,
A joint meeting of the Mount Zion
socjety and the citizens of the town
was held, at which it wag determined
to issup bonds of the town for the
purpos, of erecting such addjtional
buildings as were needed. Thig was
done and the session of 1886 was
opened in a large and well arranged
brick building, furnished with im-
proved seats, desks, physica] and
chemical laboratory, and all neces-
gary applianceg, It was af this timg
that Prof, W. H, Withero¥ ;
